rapid  pulse.  He  states  that  in  1870  while 
experimenting  up  m  the  action  of  alcohol 
on  birds,  he  found  himself  unable  to  count 
tin-  rate  of  the  heart's  action  by  the  usual 
method  when  the  contractions  were  over 
two  hundred  and  forty  per  minute.

stance the  "black  vomit,"  etc.,  had  set  in, 
and  the  patient  was  almost  moribund. 
Lecaille    saw  him  at  thi<   time,  i.  e.    the- 
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fifth  day.  Phenic  acid  was  injected  hypo- 
dermically,  syrup  of  the  phenate  of  ammo- 
ilium  was  given  per  orem,  and  sulpho- 
phenic  acid  per  rectum.  This  was  done  at 
intervals  of  two  hours.  On  the  third  day 
of  the  treatment  the  patient  was  pro- 
nounced cured,  A  second  patient  was  in 
tin'  cosmic  stage  <>f  the  parasite.  Ten 
hypodermics  together  with  rectal  injec- 
tios  of  sulpho-phenic  and  glyco-phenic 
were  made,  with  the  result  of  bringing 
about  a  cure  on  the  seventh  day. 

Bearing  directly  on  the  same  subject  Dr. 
Aymerick  in  the  Medical  Press  and  Circu- 
lar recommends,  in  the  treatment  of 
whooping  cough  the  employment  of  phenic 
acid  with  bromide  of  potassium:  bromide 
of  potassium,  one  drachm;  phenic  acid 
three  to  four  grains;  syrup  lemons, 
q.  s.;  vehicle,  .six  ounces.  A  large  or  a 
small  spoonful,  according  to  the  age  of  the 
patient,  every  two  hours.  He  has  never 
seen  any  accident  to  follow  from  the  anti- 
septic method. 


Some  Expert  Testimony  i.\  England. 

— Dr.  John  Ringwood,  in  the  British  Med- 
ical Journal,  gives  an  account  of  a  man 
suffering  from  Meniere's  disease.  The  pa- 
tient, of  course,  was  subject  to  attacks  of 
giddiness,  with  some  loss  of  coordination 
in  his  gait.  The  man  was  arrested  for 
drunkenness  and  lined  in  spite  of  the  phys- 
ician. 


\'a<  <  iNATioN  in  the  South. — Amusing 
accounts  come  to  us  from  Atlanta,  (ieorgia, 
of  the  vaccination  and  revaccinaticn  of  its 
inhabitants.  An  energetic  effort  was  made 
by  the  City  Fathers,  as  soon  as  the  epi- 
demic appeared,  to  -tamp  it  out  by  compul- 
sory vaccination.  After  various  plans  and 
failures  they  adopted  the  procedure  of 
sending  the  agents  of  vaccination  two  by 
two,  a  vaccinator  with  lancet  and  lymph, 
and  a  policeman  with  baton  and  blanks 
fox  summons.  As  in  other  cases,  ignorance 
and  superstition  were  the  lions  in  the  way, 
and  the  greatest  opposition  came  from  the 


many  quacks  and  charlatans.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  main  conclusions  reached  in 
this  epidemic:  I.  The  best  protection 
against  smallpox  is  prompt  and  thorough 
vaccination.  II.  To  this  end,  a  compul- 
sory act  is  necessary.  III.  Permanent  ar- 
rangement should  he  made  for  vaccination. 
IV.  Bovine  and  humanized  lymph  can  be 
preserved  active  for  years  in  hermetically 
sealed  tubes.  V.  Well  preserved  bovine 
Lymph  is  good  and  is  often  the  only  resort. 
VI.  The  most  successful  and  protective 
process  of  vaccination  is  one  large  checked 
scarification  made  with  a  lancet  over  an 
area  the  size  of  a  nickle,  down  to  the  ooz- 
ing blood  of  the  cutis  vera.  The  blood 
and  lymph  should  be  allowed  to  dry  on  the 
scarification.  VII.  Among  the  thous- 
ands vaccinated  in  the  city,  there  is  not  a 
single  authenticated  instance  of  death,  or 
loss  of  an  arm  from  the  operation.  VIII. 
Of  the  thousands  of  public  school  children, 
many  of  them  greatly  exposed  to  the  con- 
tagion, not  one  suffered  an  attack  of 
variola  in  any  form. 

Organic  Matter  in  the  Air. — Prof. 
Remsen  determines  organic  matter  in  the 
air  by  the  following  process.  The  air  is 
drawn  by  means  of  an  aspirator  through 
a  tube  filled  with  coarse  pumice  moistened 
with  water.  After  about  one  hundred 
litres  have  been  passed  through,  the  pum- 
ice is  well  washed  and  the  wash  water 
treated  for  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia 
by  the  well  known  Wanklyn  process.  In 
(  asses  of  supposed  air  polution  this  pro- 
cess  would  doubtless  afford  the  sanitarian 
valuable  data  respecting  the  actual  state  of 
the  atmosphere.  To  make  this  data  of  the 
highest  value  however  many  determina- 
tions of  the  organic  matter  in  so  called 
pure  air  should  be  made. 

Another  method  proposed  by  Smee  is 
the  following.  A  glass  funnel,  drawn  out 
to  a  point  and  closed  at  the  botton  is  filled 
with  ice.  The  dew  which  condenses  from 
the  air  on  the  outside  of  funnel,  runs  down 
the    sides    ami    is   collected   in  a  capsule. 
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The  ammonia  and  albuminoid  bodies  in 
tin-  condensed  water  are  determined  as  in 
Revensen's   pro,.  By    this   cold  con-

The  other  four  cases  presented 
similar  features,  and  in  all  of  them  but 
one,  there  was  neither  recurrence  nor  met- 
astasis. While  these  grow  as  did  not  re- 
turn, it  must  not  necessarily  be  inferred 
that  they  were  benign;  still,  the  absence 
of  secondary  growth  conjoined  with 
freedom  of  the  lymphatic-  from  contamin- 
ation would  incline  one  t"  tin'  opinion  that 
the  neoplasms  were  innocent.  Dr.  Wil- 
lard  would  have  no  hesitation  in  giving  an

P»  L  I.IAKIT1ES      OF     TUBBBCULOSIS. — In 

the  Medical  and  Surgical  Reporter  Dr.  F. 
\Y.  Vbgel  explains  some  of  the  peculiari- 
of  tuberculosis  by  the  parasitic 
nature  of  this  disease.  Since  the  careful 
and  extensive  researches  of  Robert  Koch 
have  beyond  doubt  established  the  para- 
sitic nature  of  tuberculosis,  a  good  many 
phenomena  of  this  terrible  disease  hitherto 
unexplained,  have  become  easy  to  under- 
nd.      Tuberculosis,  according  to  Koch, 

ads  upon  the  presence  in  the  body  of 

rod-like  bacteria,  which  are  found  in  every 

of  phthisis,   acute   miliary  tuberculo- 

sheesy  pneumonia  of  cattle,  and  some- 
times in  scrofulous  affections,  especially 
enlarged  lymph  nodes.  This  slender 
bacillus,  pointed  at  both  ends,  the  length 
of  which  varies  from  one-quarter  to  one- 
half  the  diameter  of  a  red  blood  corpuscle, 

i. out    five   times  a-    long  as  thick,  and 

•!  -h<>ws  four  to  five  oval  spores  evenly 
distributed  over  it-  entire  Length.  This 
bacillus,  which  absorbs  methylene-blue 
but  rejects  brown  aniline  'lyes,  thus  differ- 
ing  from  all  other  bacteria  known,  i-  a 
true  parasite  of  the  animal  body,  flourish- 
ing only  at  temperatures  furnished  by  its 
living  abode,  and  becomes  totally  inactive 
at  the  ordinary  temperature  of  our  cli- 
mate. Fortunately  for  mankind  it  multi- 
plies very  slowly,  requiring  nearly  a  week 
to  proliferate  much    under  the  most  favor- 


able circumstance-,  so  that  it  has  no  foot- 
ing upon  wounds  of  the  outer  surface,  like 
other  quickly  developing  organisms,  but  is 
washed  away  by  the  secretions  before  it 
has  had  chance  to  multiply.  Even  in  the 
sheltered  air-passage-,  where  it  generally 
makes  its  first  appearance, unless  finding 
its  soil  prepared  by  previous  inflammatory 

processes,  loss  of  epithelium,  etc., 
it  seems  entirely  innocuous,  being 
readily  removed  with  the  secretions 
before  it  has  had  time  to  take  root.  When 
it  once  has  a  firm  footing,  its  local  exten- 
sion is  still  slow,  because  the  bacillus  has 
no  movement  of  its  own,  and  in  order  to 
reach  the  other  parts,  it  must  be  carried 
thither  by  the  lymphoid  cells.  If,  how- 
ever, the  bacilli  reach  the  lymph  channels, 
they  are  carried  greater  distances,  succes- 
sively infecting  the  whole  track  of  a 
lymph  vessel,  until  stored  up  in  the  filter 
of  the  nearest  lymph  node.  The  matter 
becomes  very  serious  when  numbers  of 
them  reach  the  blood  currents  in  the  veins 
when  they  become  disseminated  through 
numerous  internal  organs,  and  acute  mil- 
iary tuberculosis  will  be  the  result.  The 
anatomy  of  a  tubercle  is  easily  explained 
now  also;  a  bacillus  settles  in  a  tissue,  ir- 
ritates and  causes  a  small  cell  infiltration 
around  it;  those  cells  nearest  the  parasite 
grow  up  to  fibroblasts  (epithelioid  cells) 
which  closely  pressing  upon  each  other, 
coalesce  and  form  the  giant  cell,  so  often 
found  in  the  centre  of  miliary  tubercles, 
harboring  one  or  several  bacilli.  This 
giant  cell  is  again  surrounded  by  embry- 
onic cells,  some  of  which  are  growing  up 
into  epithelioid  cells.  Since  no  blood 
vessels  form,  the  centre  of  the  tubercle 
undergoes  fatty  degeneration  as  soon  as 
the  growth  spreading  in  the  periphery  has 
become  extensive  enough  to  take  up  all  the 
nutriment  supplied  by  the  nearest  vessels. 
A  number  of  bacilli  appear  to  die  within 
the  cells,  which  gradually  shrink  up  into 
a  cheesy  mass,  but  others  are  taken  up  with 
particles  of  detritus  by  lymphoid  cells  and 
are  transported  into  the  immediate  vicinity

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Examination  of  Spermatic  Stains. — 
In  the  Boston  Medical  and  Surgical  Jour- 
nal we  find  an  abstract  from  a  paper  by 
gel,  on  the  subject  of  Detecting  Sper- 
matozoa in  Stains.  The  following  method 
i>  recommended:  The  stain  is  soft- 
ened with  water,  and  in  the  moist  con- 
dition is  taken  oil  with  a  knife,  avoiding  as 
much  as  possible  the  removal  of  any  of  the 
tissue  on  which  it  lies.  A  few  small  hairs 
arc  unimportant,  however,  as  they  are 
readily  dissolved  from  the  scrapings  on  the 
object-glass  or  slide  with  a  drop  of  concen- 
trated Bulphuric  acid.  After  two  minutes 
one  or  two  drops  of  tincture  of  iodine  are 
added,  the  whole  stirred  carefully  with  a 
glas<  rod,  and  covered  with  a  large  cover- 
glass,  which,  if  the  dark  brown  mass  be  too 
opaque,  may  be  pressed  down  a  little,  un- 
less it  be  intended  to  transfer  smaller  por- 
tions to  other  slides.  The  spermatozoa  are 
stained  distinctly  brown,  and  are  visible 
under  the  microscope  in  their  whole  con- 
tour,bu1  it  is  m>t  possible  to  keep  the  stain- 
ing in  longer  than  twenty-four  hours,  un- 
less the  sulphuric  acid  be  washed  out,  when 
the  preparation  is  soon  spoiled.  Alcohol 
at  once  decolorizes  the  spermatozoa,  show- 
ing the  stain  to  be  only  superficial. 


In  the  Annals  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery 
Dr.  George  R.  Fowler  gives  the  history  of 
a  ease  of  abscess  of  the  liver.  The  patient 
was  sixty-tive  years  of  age.  She  first  com- 
plained of  wandering  pains  and  then  of 
variations  of  temperature.  A  tumor  soon 
appeared  in  the  right  hypocondriac  region 
extending  to  the  epigastrium.  With  due 
antiseptic  precaution  the  cavity  of  the  ab- 
domen was  opened.  The  visceral  and  pari 
etal  layers  were  found  adherenl  and  the 
abscess  was  opened  at  once.  Twenty  ounces 
of  puss  and  debris  escaped.  The  cavity  was 
washed  out,  with  a  twoand  a  half  percent  so- 
lution of  carbolic  acid  and  a  drainage  tube 
put  in.  In  ten  days  the  cavity  was  tilled 
up,  and  the  patient  discharged  with  only  a 
few  small  granulations  to  mark  the  site  of 
the  incision. 


Unilaterial  Cerebral  Traumatism 
with  Recovery. — An  interesting  and  in- 
structive case  of  the  above  is  reported  by 
W.  A.  Monroe,  M.  D.,  of  Memphis,  Mis- 
souri, in  the  St.  Louis  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical Journal.  The  patient,  a  little  girl 
had  fallen  from  a  tree,  a  distance  of  ten 
feet,  upon  an  old  iron  pot,  one  leg  of  which 
about  two  and  one-fourth  inches  long  and 
an  inch  in  diameter  at  the  base,  had  pene- 
trated the  skull.  On  examination  she  was 
almost  pulseless,  pupils  widely  dilated,  res- 
piration slow  and  imperfect,  and  the  sen- 
sorium  in  a  state  of  deep  stupor.  Near  the 
superior  margin  of  the  frontal  bone  and  in 
front  of  the  anterior-sup.  angle  of  the 
right  parietal  bone,  was  found  an  opening 
about  an  inch  in  diameter,  (which  was  not 
probed).  There  was  as  yet  only  a  slight 
protrusion  of  cerebral  matter,  but  more  or 
less  was  found  in  the  matted  hair 
around  the  wound.  The  hemorrhage  had 
been  comparatively  slight.  There  was  no 
spicuke  of  bone  on  the  surface,  and  it  was 
concluded  that  the  piece  punched  in  had 
been  carried  and  left  embedded  probably 
two  inches  in  the  cerebrum.  The  child 
was  apparently  moribund,  and  it  was 
deemed  wise  not  to  interfere  beyond  a 
cold  compress  and  warmth  to  the  extremi- 
ties. A  few  days  after,  much  to  his  sur- 
prise, the  patient  had  somewhat  recovered 
from  the  shock,  and  was  evidently  better 
off.  On  examining  the  wound,  a  protru- 
sion of  brain  substance  was  found  as  large 
as  a  hen's  egg  although  there  were  no  in- 
flammatory symptom,  nor  indications  of 
effusion  within  the  brain  to  account  for  it. 
Beyond  cold  compresses  before  mentioned, 
no  other  treatment  was  instituted.  By  the 
the  fourth  day  the  hernia  cerebri  had 
entirely  sloughed  off.  In  the  following 
week  half  a  dozen  pieces  of  bone  were  ex- 
tracted from  the  wound.  In  two  months 
the  child  was  well.  Five  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  injury,  and  no  mental  pe- 
culiarities are  evinced.  The  girl  is  bright, 
and  suffers  no  inconvenience  from  the 
wound,  except  when  over  fatigued. 
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Bovine  Post-Mortbms.  —  From  the 
British  Medical  Journal  we  learn  that  it 
has  become  customary  in  Bengal  for  cattle 
to  be  poisoned  on  acoonnl  of  real  or  im- 
aginary affronts.  At  the  suggestion  of 
the  surgeon  general  all  Burgeons  hereafter 
will  superintend  the  evisceration  of  the 
animal,  a  butcher  during  the  work.  Tab- 
leaux—Big umbrella,  Burgeon  under  it. 
coolies  to  fan  him,  butcher  at  work  over  a 
half  or  wholly  putrid  cow,  thermomi 
12o°  in  the  shade.  Truly,  the  life  of  a 
medical  man  in  Lower  Bengal  has  not 
fallen  upon  pleasant  pla. 


PbOFBSSOB  VOLKMAN,  in   his  address  lie 

the  International  Medical  Congress, 
mentioned  the  following  eases  of  heroic 
surgery  recently  and  successfully  per- 
formed: For  a  large  enohondroma  in  the 
costal  plura  that  occupied  the  left  wall  of 
the  thorax,  Professor  Fischer  removed  a 
large  piece  of  the  chest  wall  and  ribs  so 
that  the  heart  and  lungs  were  exposed,  and 
an  opening  as  large  as  a  child's  head  was 
made.  Patient  discharged  from  hospital 
after  four  weeks.  In  the  case  of  an  echino- 
coccus  of  the  liver,  which  in  front  and  at 
the  side  was  covered  with  thick  layer-  of 
liver  tissue,  and  which  projected  into  the 
thoracic  cavity,  after  resection  of  the  sev- 
enth rib,  he  opened  the  healthy  pleural 
cavity,  which  was  free  from  adhesions. 
The  thorax  was  freely  opened,  the  dia- 
phragm cut  into,  the  echinococeus  sac 
opened,  the  annional  bladder  extracted  in 
toto,  and  the  patient  recovered  without 
complication.  Mr.  Eahn,  od  Berlin,  in  two 
cases  of  wandering  kidney,  where  the  mo- 
bility and  discomfort  induced  thereby  had 
attained  an  unusually  high  degree,  drew 
out  the  organ  in  question  through  a  targe 
wound  in  the  loin,  and  sewed  it  into  the 
same.  Both  patients  recovered  and  lost 
their  pain.  More  than  two  hundred  times, 
he  alone,  without  in  one  instance  bad  re- 
sults following,  had  incised,  drained  and 
washed  out  diseased  knee  joints  without 
exciting   suppuration.

At  the  second  regular  meeting  of  the 
Southwestern  Wisconsin  Medical  Associa- 
tion, Dr.  W.  1*.  Stair  read  a  paper  on  a 
case  of  supposed  inflammation  of  the  sub- 
maxillary gland.  The  patient  presented  the 
following  appearance:  The  left  sub-max- 
illary gland  was  markably  enlarged,  pro- 
truding externally  and  encroaching  in- 
ward upon  the  tongue,  pressing  it  upward 
and  forward.  The  greates  difficulty  was 
experienced  by  the  patient  in  every  effort 
at  deglutition.  His  anxiety  was  extreme. 
In  spite  of  all  treatment  the  patient  grew 
steadily  worse.  The  swelling  settled  down 
to  the  side  of  the  larynx  impinging  upon 
the  glotis,  causing  cough  and  dyspnoea. 
The  skin  was  blue  and  covered  with  a 
profuse  perspiration.  The  patient  was  ex- 
hausted from  want  of  sleep.  Small  quan- 
tities of  pus  were  expectorated.  The 
patient  was  given  a  solution  of  potass, 
chlorat,  and  tinctura  ferri  chlorid  diluted. 
During  the  administration  of  the  above, 
the  patient  was  seized  with  violent  cough- 
ing spells,  grew  livid  in  the  face,  had  a 
hemorrhage  from  the  mouth  and  died,  in  a 
moment.  The  patient  did  not  lose  more 
than  two  ounces  of  blood.  No  autopsy 
was  allowed. 


Hot  Watkk  for  Hemorrhoids. — For 
the  relief  and  even  cure  of  this  trouble- 
some complaint,  Dr.  Powell,  in  the  Medi- 
cal Rec<  id,  August  12,  calls  attention  to 
the  use  of  hot  water.  Without  denying 
the  value  of  and  need  of  other  local  and 
constitutional  treatment,  he  claims  as 
mm  h  value  from  hot  water  injections  in 
the  above  disease  as  the  gynaecologists  do 
in  vaginal  and  uterine  diseases.

In   the    British    Medical  Journal,  l>r.   II. 
Boyle  Runnalls  gives  the  history  of  a  pa- 
tient  who  died   from  pyaemio  pneumonia 
and   peritonitis,  the  result  of  retention  of 
a   piece   of    Bponge   in    the   vagina.    The 
necropsy  developed  the  following:     Both 
lungs  were  found  to  he  almost  completely 
solid   from  congestion;    numerous  pygemic 
abscesses  were  scattered  through  their  sub- 
stance.    Both  pleurae  were  adherent  from 
recent  deposit  of  lymph.    (This  latter  fact 
was   remarkable,  as  I  believe  it  is  rare  to 
get    any   fibrinous    formation  in  pyaemia.) 
The  surface  of  the  pericardium  were  cov- 
ered with  a  fibrinous  deposit,  not  adherent. 
The   fluid    in  the   pericardial  sac  was  of  a 
dirty  white  color,  which,  under  the  micro- 
scope, was   found    to  result  from  the  pres- 
ence of  cells  much  resembling  pus.     The 
heart  was  otherwise  healthy.     In  the  abdo- 
men, the  peritoneal  surfaces  were  adherent 
from   recent    deposit    of  lymph,  and  much 
pus  lay  in  the   abdominal   and  pelvic  cavi- 
ties.    Numerous  small  abscesses  were  scat- 
tered throughout  the  substance  of  the  liver. 
The  spleen  was  about  three  times  its  aver- 
age normal  size    from  congestion,  but  free 
from  abscesses.     The  stomach,  intestines, 
with  the  exception  of  the  rectum,  kidneys, 
capsules,   and    pancreas,   appeared   to    be 
healthy.      Both    ovaries   were    congested. 
The  pelvic  cavity  was  lull  of  a  purulent 
fluid,  tinged  with  blood.    On  removing  the 
pelvic    contents  a  recto-vaginal  fistula  was 
discovered,  the  indurated   condition  of  its 
edges  showing  it  to  have  existed  for  some 
time;  the  whole  of  the  rectum  was    ulcer- 
ated.     A    large    abscess,  about    the    size  of 
an  ordinary  orange,  occupied   the  posterior 
cul  de-sac  of  the  vagina,  witii  an  opening 
on  its  peritoneal  surface.     The  entire  vagi- 
nal canal  and  the  neck  of  the   uterus  were 
in  a  state  of  ulceration.  A  piece  of  sponge, 
three  and  a  half  by  two  inches  in  size,  lay 
in  the  upper  part  of    the  vagina  and  partly 
in  the  uterus,    the    08    of   which  was   much 
dilated.     It  was  sodden   with  a  dark  offen- 
sive fluid.      It   was   decided  that  the  imme- 


diate cause  of  death  was  the  congested 
condition  of  the  lungs,  hastened  by  the 
peritonitis,  and  that  the  pyamiic  abscesses 
in  the  liver  and  lungs  resulted  from  the 
ulceration  of  the  rectum,  in  the  same  way 
as  hepatic  abscess  occur  in  dyssentery.  The 
peritonitis  was  evidently  caused  by  the 
rupture  of  the  vaginal  abscess  into  the 
abdominal  cavity. 


Disinfection  by  Hot  Air. —  Koch 
and  Wolfhiigel  in  experiments  made  to 
determine  the  disinfecting  power  of  hot  air 
were  led  to  the  following  conclusions. 
1.  Bacteria  are  destroyed  by  being  ex- 
posed to  a  temperature  of  a  little  over  100° 
C.  for  an  hour  and  a  half.  2.  Spores 
of  brewer's  mould  require  for  toeir  dis- 
truction  on  exposure  for  thesame  time  at 
110°-115°.  3.  Bacilli  are  killed  only  by 
three  hours  exposure  at  140°.  4.  The 
heat  of  hot  air  penetrates  articles  so 
slowly  that  in  three  or  four  hour's 
heating  at  140°  C.  of  small  objects,  such  as 
a  bundle  of  clothes,  etc.,  disinfection  was 
not  secured.  5.  Five  hours  heating  at 
14o°  C.  necessaty  to  certain  disinfection 
does  serious  injury  to  most  articles. 


Edison's  Anaesthetic. — Thomas  Alva 
Edison  has  invented  (?)  ajnew  anaesthetic 
compound  of  a  mixture  of  chloroform, 
ether,  alcohol  and  camphor  which  he  has 
protected  by  letters  patent  in  England  and 
Germany.  He  probably  wishes  to  use  the 
new  compound  on  the  stockholders  until 
the  electric,  light  is  in  successful  operation.

1 
have  found  thai  a  woman  who  Is  well  un- 
der t ho  action  of  an  emetic  has  not  the 
opportunity  to  do  anything  else  than  be 
thoroughly  nauseated.  Give  a  full  dose  of 
ipecac  with  one  grain  of  tartar  emetic. 
And  this  method  of  controlling  the  Bpasm 
will  often  act  charmingly;  take  a  good 
si/.ed  lump  of  and  press  it  right  down  on 
the  nape  of  the  neck.  This  produces  quiet 
by  its  powerful  impression  upon  the  whole 
nervous  system.

Bulletin,  in  an  article  entitled  '•Treatment 
of  Phthisis,"  writes:  While  there  has  been 
advancement  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
cause  and  symptoms  of  phthisis  the  treat- 
ment has  not  progressed  sufficiently  to  en- 
able us  to  control  its  terrible  effects  to  any 
degree.  Having  a  large  number  of  appli- 
cants suffering  from  this  malady  lie  has 
adopted,  after  devoting  considerable  time 
and  study  to  the  various  modes  of  treat- 
ment, a  method  which  he  has  employed  in 
practice  and  from  which  he  has  obtained 
valuable  results.  The  agent  he  employs 
is  petroleum  mass.  It  acts  as  an  anodye 
alterative,  and  reduces  the  irritation  and 
inflammation  of  the  bronchi  and  trachea, 
relieves  the  cough  and  by  its  healing  and 
soothing  qualities  prevents  further  de- 
struction of  the  organ.  When  an  abc 
has  formed  a  cicatrix  may  be  Becured 
which  enables  the  lung  to  resisl  the  depos- 
its from  becoming  embedded  in  the  tissues 
and  prevents  the  formation  of  additional 
abcesses.  Out  of  nearly  one  hundred 
cases  Dr.  Hughes  has  treated  during  the 
last  thirteen  months,  there  were  but  three 
whom  this  remedj  would  not  relieve. 
Seven   died,    and    their    sufferings    were 


greatly  relieved  l>\  the  use  of  this  rem< 
The  formula  used  i-  petroleum  mass,  one 
ounce,  powdered  cubebs  and  Dover's  ] 
der,  each  half  an  ounce;  Bulphate  of  cin- 
ohonidia,  two  drachms,  make  into  pill 
mass.  Divide  into  tour  grain  pills;  one 
every  three  or  four  hour-.  The  following 
results  are  to  be  expected  from  it-  ose: 
Diminished  expectoration,  alleviation  <>f 
die  cough,  cessation  of  night  sweats,  dis- 
appearance of  tightness  and  soreness  of 
the  chest,  gradual  ration  of  appetite,

Dtsentbbt. — In  the  Medical  Gazette, 
Dr.  J.  M.  Dacosta,  gives  a  succinct  account 
of  the  treatment  of  sub-aoute  and  chronic 
dysentery.  By  sub-acute  is  meant  that 
variety  where  the  symptoms  indicate  that 
some  activity  in  the  dysenteric  pro<  ess  is 
present.  There  are  pain,  tormina,  and  ten- 
esmus, though  less  than  in  the  acute;  and, 
when  the  disease  has  lasted  Borne  time,  it 
i-  probable  thai  ulceration,  though  not 
necessarily  extensive,  has  taken  place.  In 
such  case-  ipecacuanha  must  be  resorted 
to,  and  probably  the  combination  of  bis- 
muth, carbonate  of  soda,  and  quinine,  the 
latter  especially  in  malarial  oases.  When 
there  is  much  pain  on  pressure  and  the 
thickened  gut  can  be  felt  through  the  ab- 
dominal walls,  counter  irritation    over  the

As 
the  disease  becomes  more  ohronic  in  char- 
acter as  evinced  by  frequenl  evacuations, 
some  -training  and    tenesmus,  discharges 
mucous  and  occasionally  tinged  with  blood, 
the  internal    086  of    twenty  drop    dos 
oil  of  turpentine,  guarded  by  Bmalldos 
tincture  opii  every  third  or  fourth  hour,  will 
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l)b  of  service.  Indeed  this  is  a  remedy  of 
great  importance,  [ts  power  of  stimulating 
vascular  action,  and  of  expediting  the  re- 
parative process,  is  shown  by  its  power  of 
causing  granulation  in  an  indolent  chronic 
ulcer,  say  on  the  h sg,  when  it  is  given  in 
dose g  of  from  fifteen  t<>  twenty  minims, 
the  surface  becomes  florid  instead  of 
dusky,  red  granulations  form  and  cicatri- 
zation rapidly  result-.  It  probably  acts 
in  the  same  way  upon  the  ulcerated  bowel. 
All  through  the  course  of  the  disease  the 
most  rigid  hygiene  must  Ik-  kept  up. 

The  chronic  form  which  follows  the 
acute  is  apt  to  he  more  severe  ami  more 
fatal  than  the  other.  Old  tropical  or 
Indian  residents  are  liable  to  this  disease, 
and  while  often  living  for  years,  yet  living 
a  most  precarious  life.  They  are  also  very 
apt  to  betroubled  with  hemorrhoids  either 
interna]  or  external  which  adds  to  the  irri- 
tation. The  least  exposure  to  chill  is  apt 
to  induce  an  acute  intercurrent  attack  of 
the  same  trouble.  The  disordered  diges- 
tion and  the  functional  derangement  of  the 
liver  and  accompanying  portal  congestion 
render  the  subjects  more  or  less  chronic 
invalids. 


Tiik  Other  Side  of  the  Question. — 
From  the  British  Medical  Journal  we 
<juote  the  statement  of  Dr.  Herbert  Davis 
regarding  the  contagiousness  of  consump- 
tion.

assistants,  whose  duration  <^'  office  has 
averaged  quite  six  months.  To  the  besl 
of  mv  belief,  all    bul    two  are  living:   and 

of  the  two  dead,  one  fell  a  victim  to  aneu- 
rism,  and  the  other  to  some  cause  un- 
known. Three  now  living  are  said  to  he 
consumptive.      The    present    chaplain    has 

held  office  for  more  than  seventeen  years, 
and  his  two  predecessors  are  living.     The 

matron  has  been  resident  for  more  than 
sixteen  years;  the  former  two  matrons  are 
living.  Very  many  nurses  have  been  in 
residence  for  periods  varying  from  months 
to  several  years.  The  head  nurses  sleep 
each  in  a  room  containing  fifty  patients. 
Two  head  nurses  only  are  known  to  have 
died;  one  from  apoplexy;  the  other  head 
nurse  was  here  seven  months,  was  un- 
happily married,  and  some  time  afterwards 
died  of  phthisis.  Of  the  nurses  now  in 
residence,  one  has  been  here  twenty-four 
years,  two  twelve  years,  one  eight  years, 
one  seven  years,  one  six  and  a  half  years, 
and  one  five  years.  No  under  nurse,  as 
far  as  1  am  aware,  has  died  of  phthisis. 
All  tin'  physicians  who  have  attended  the 
in-and  out  patients,  during  the  past  seven- 
teen years,  are  living,  except  two.  One 
died  from  causes  unconnected  with  disease 
of  the  lungs,  and  the  other  from  disease 
unknown,  after  an  absence  of  twelve  years 
from  the  hospital.  I  am  thankful  to  say 
that,  after  a  residence  of  just  seventeen 
years  in  this  hospital,  I  am  in  good  health.

The  effects  of  compressed  air,  as  well  as 
the  effects  of  changes  of  air  pressure  upon 
the  human  body  have  been  well  known  to 
the  scientific  world  for  many  year.-  past, 
but  it  is  to  the  causes  of  these  accidents 
thai  the  paper  more  particularly  applies. 
M.  Paul  Bert  in  an  article  entitled  "Ex- 
perimental researches  with  regard  to  the 
effect  which  a  change  of  barometric  pres- 
sure exercises  upon  the  phenomena  of  life," 
whirl;  was  placed  before  the  Academy  of 
Science  of  Paris,  draws  attention  to  the 
great  danger  of  a  sudden  transition  from 
compressed  air  to  the  outer  atmosphere. 
The  accidents  which  have  lately  happened 
at  Iron  Cove  were  entirely  due  to  the  pres- 
sure within  the  air-lock  having  been  too 
quickly  reduced.  The  physiological  ex- 
planation of  the  attacks  to  which  these 
men  were  exposed  is  not  a  difficult  one. 
must  first  of  all  hear  in  mind  that  the 
blood  of  the  body  is,  through  the  lu 
directly  exposed  to  the  atmospheric  pres- 
sure of  the  air  we  are  breathing,  and  that 
as  the  atmospheric  pressure  is  increased  so 
the  blood  will,  in  accordance  with  the  well 
known  law  of  physic-,  absorb  an  increasing 
quantity  of  atmospheric  air.  The  blood 
of  these  men  was  exposed  for  something 
like  four  hours  to  a  pressure  of  forty-five 
to  fifty  pounds,  per  square  inch.  Does  it 
not  follow  then  that  their  blood  must  have 
absorbed   a  very  unusual    amount  of   air?

■  HICAGO  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 
At  the  August  seventh  meeting  of  this 
society,  Dr.  R.  N.  Isham  reported  acase  of 
rupture  of  the  kidney.  The  patient  had 
fallen  a  distance  of  four  feet,  striking  upon 
his  left  side  across  a  wooden  horse.  He 
first  3een  about  three  hours  after,  and 
found  suffering  from  profound  shock  bor- 
dering upon  collapse,  rpon  inspection  no 
signs  of  injury  could  be  found.  Percussion 
gave  an  area  of  dullness  larger  than  nor- 
mal in  the  right  hypochondriac  region. 
The  mine  presented  the  characteristic  ap- 
pearance of  hematuria.  Reaction  took 
place  in  a  few  hours  and  the  symptoms  of 
hematuria   disappeared.      The   case    piv 


gressed  favorably  for  five   days,  until  con- 
valescence   was    apparently    fairly   estab- 
lished.    During  this    interval,    there    was 
but  little    pain,  no  febrile   excitement,   no 
disturbance  of  the  stomach,  and  no  signs 
of  peritoneal  injury.      After  previous  over- 
exercise,     the     patient     on      the      ninth 
day     was    seized    with    a    violent    parox- 
ysm   of   pain   after  his  morning   passage 
He  again  presented  signs  of  collapse  with 
incessant    vomiting   of    a   greenish   fluid. 
Upon  signs  of  rupture  an  examination  was 
made,  revealing  a  blood  tumor.    From  this 
time   the   symptoms  were  those  of  a  peri- 
tonitis, until  the    morning  of  the  fifteenth 
day   when    the    patient  suddenly  died.     A 
diagnosis  of  laceration  of  the  kidney  hav- 
ing been  made  on  the  first  visit,  the  doctor 
was  of  the  opinion  that  a  recurrence  of  the 
hemorrhage  took  place  on  the  ninth  day. 
At  the  autopsy  the  intestines  were  moder- 
ately  distended    by    gas  and    discolored. 
After      their      removal,     a     large     dis- 
tended circumscribed   collection  of  blood 
was  discoved   in   the   right  lumbar  region 
behind  the  peritoneum,  while  in  the  peri- 
toneum  there  was   from  six  to  ten  ounces 
of  sero-purulent  fluid.  This  blood  was  dark 
colored,  coagulated,  and  contained  several 
concentric   layers   of    partially   organized 
fibrinous  clots,  as  is  represented  in  aneuris- 
mal  sacs.     In  this  was  found  the  remnants 
of    the   kidney,   absolutely    crushed    into 
three    parts,    and    two-thirds   of    it   disin- 
tegrated.    There   were   evidences  of  gan- 
grene   progressing  in  the  peritoneum  and 
subperitoneal  tissues,  extending  to  the  pel- 
vic cavity  and  over  the  bladder.     The  ab- 
sence  of    frequent   desire   to  urinate  can 
only  be  explained  in  this  case  by  the  almost 
complete    destruction   of    the   gland,   and 
isolation  of  it  by  the  effused  blood.     Lac- 
eration of  the  kidney  is  a  singularly  fatal 
accident.     Great  importance  should  be  at- 
tached  to   drainage,  and,  where  the  other 
kidney  is  sound,  to  removal  of  the  injured 
gland.     No  operative  measures  were  taken 
in   this  case  because  of  the  fecal  odor  of 
'he  vomited  matter  suggesting  a  contused, 
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Btrictured  and  gangrenous  intestine.  Ii  is 
probable,  however,  that  had  the  diseased 
gland  been  removed  (he  patienl  mighl  hat  e 
recovered.

There  are  at  present  forty  cases  of  ty- 
phoid fever  on  the  medioal  side,  nearly  all 
of  whom  are  <  I  ■ » i  1 1  ir  well  on  the  expectant 
plan  of  treatment. 

Under  recent  rules  one-fourth  of  all  pa- 
tient- on  the  medical  side,  and  one-fifth  of 
the  surgical  cases  are  placed  under  the 
cur  of  the  homoepathic  internes.  The 
training  Bchool  for  nurses  now  lias  charge 
of  four  wards.  Much  regret  is  expr< 
on  all  sides  at  the  departure  of  Miss  Brown, 
the  superintendent  of  the  training  school 
for  nurses,  who  has  returned  to  Bellevue 
Hospital,  New  York.  Miss  Hemple  lias 
succeeded  her  as  head  nurse.  By  the 
changes  in  the  staff  which  take  place  Oc- 
tober first,  Dr.  Hammon  becomes  house 
physician  and  Dr.  Fordyce  house  surgeon. 
Warden  Dixon,  who  has  given  such  gen- 
eral satisfaction  in  the  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  six 
months,  has  been  reappointed. 

The  reported  epidemic  of  erysipelas 
proves  to  be  unfounded.  There  are  only 
a  few  cases,  and  they  are  completely  iso- 
lated. 


From  the  report  of  the  Immigrant  In- 
spection Service  in  the  Illinois  District  for 
the  past  month,  we  notice  some  important 
facts:  on  the  steamships  Strasburg  and 
Hermann  out  of  a  total  of  7:><>  emigrants 
only  twenty-four  were  properly  protected 
against  small-pox.  The  Hermann  at  least 
is  known  to  have  been  the  mean-  of  intro- 
ducing small-pox  into  five  Localities  in 
Illinois  during  the  past  spring.  In  one 
case  from  the  City  of  Brussels  a  man  was 
found  on  a  train  nearing  Chicago  with  a 
variolous  eruption  probably  eighty  hours 
old  and  a  vaccination  protection  card  in  his 
pocket  duly  signed  by  the  ship  surg 
But — what  better  can    we  expert  when  the 


average  ship  surgeon  receives  a  salarj 
scarcely  amounting  t<>  the  wages  of  a  good 
hod-carrier.

It  is  to  Desplats,  professor  in  the  fac- 
ulty of  Lille,  that  the  honor  of  having 
discovered  the  antipyretic  properties  of 
phenic  ; i •  -  i <  1  reverts  and  also  of  having  been 
the  tiist  to  apply  it  to  the  treatment  of 
iyi>li"i<l  fever. 

Before  Desplats  presented  his  first 
memoir  before  the  Academy  of  Medicine, 
on  the  employment  of  phenic  acid  as  an 
antiseptic  agent,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Academy  on  September  8, 1880,  and  without 
having  known  of  the  experiments  made  at 
the  hospital  Sainte-Eugenie  by  the  pro- 
r  of  Lille,  we  had  treated  since  July 
1880,  all  the  cases  of   typhoid  fever  in  our 

rvice  exclusively  by  phenic  acid,  giving 
it  internally  at  first  and  afterwards  by  in- 
jections of  the  same.  This  is  clearly  es- 
tablished by  tli<-  college  record. 

Possessed  of  the  idea  thai  typhoid  fever 
was  an  affection  essentially  septic,  we  have 
soughl  to  oppose  it  by  the  antiseptic 
method  and  par  excellence, by  phenic  acid; 
and  we  had  already  ten  cases  of  dothin- 
enteria  treated  by  this  agent,  and  ten  suc- 
cesses "I,  the  register  when  the  first 
memoir  of  Desplats  came  into  our  hand-. 
Ten  fortunate  results  do  not  make  a  suf- 
ficiently important  total  for  us  to  be  aide 
in  a    separate  work  to  elevate  phenic  incd- 

tion  to  the  dignitj  of  a  new  method. 
\\  i  therefore  endeavored  to  have  in  hand 
a  more  considerable  number  of  cases  and 
we  have  to-day  to  accord  to  phenic  acid 
treatment  in  typhoid  fever  the  quota  of 
forty-one  personal    observations  favorable 

to     this  method. 
Alter  having  determined  in  our  own  per- 

BOH      the      perfect       harm  lessness      of     two 

grammes  of  phenic  acid  in  divided  doses 
through  the  day,  we  administered  it  at  our 
clinics  to  the  typhoid  patients.  The  drug 
was  suspended  in  mucilage  and  the  dose 
successively  increased  from  fifty  centi- 
grammes to  two  grammes  through  the  day. 
The  objection  of  our  patients  to  this  mode 
of  administration,  compelled  us  to  rejed  it 

i    bave    recourse   to    the    rectum,    which

means  furnished  us  with  results  al  once 
more  rapid  and  more  certain.  We  noticed 
in  our  very  firsl   trial  of  it,  the  remarkable 

therapeutic  effects  of  phenic  acid  in  ty- 
phoid cases,  and  the  description  we  offer 
Of  its  effect  will  not  differ  materially  from 
that  which  has  been  given  by  Desplats  and 
his  pupil,  Van  Oye.  But  it  is  upon  the 
Subjecl  of  the  value  of  phenic  acid  treat- 
ment and  its  mode  of  action  and  the  dose 
to  be  prescribed  that  we  are  at  variance  in 
"pinion.  It  is  not  in  accordance  with  our 
design  to  record  minutely  the  observation 
which  we  have  carefully  collected;  our  in- 
tent is  simply  to  sum  up  in  a  brief  manner, 
the  results  which  we  have  obtained  iii  our 
hospital  ■•(•twice,  and  to  draw  from  our 
clinical  results  all  those  theoretical  and 
practical  points  which  flow  therefrom.  The, 
typhoid  patients  whio  have  been  treated 
with  phenic  acid  amount  to  forty-one,  of 
which  number  eighteen  were  grave  cases, 
seventeen  of  mild  intensity,  and  six 
trifling.  Of  this  number  there  were  thirty- 
nine  cures  ami  two  deaths,  which  gives  a 
mortality  of  4.9  per  cent.  It  may  not  he 
without  moment  to  .say  that  these  eighteen 
grave  cases  were  all  complicated  by  deliri- 
um, profound  stupor  and  a  febrile  tempera- 
ture of  in"  to  41°.  The  treatment  con- 
sisted of  injections  of  phenic  acid,  a 
gramme  of  the  acid  in  crystal  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  grammes  of  water  at  the  tem- 
perature of  thi'  surrounding  atmosphere. 
The  dose  was  given  twice  a,  day  in  the  be- 
nign cases,  twice  a  day  in  the  mild  cases, 
and  three  times  a  day  in  the  grave  cases. 
We  gave  them  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  at  four  and  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  that  is  always  at  the  hour  of  nat- 
ural remission.  It  was  necessary,  of  course, 
for  us  lo  instruct  the  patients  to  hold  the 
clyster  as  long  as  possible,  and  when 
Deeded  we  added  live  or  six  drops  of  laud- 
anum to  make  il  more  readily  tolerated. 
To  the  phenic  acid  treatment  we  add 
mouth  washes  of  vinegarand  tonics  in  full 
doses,  giving  chocolate,  milk,  broths,  wine, 
alcohol,  coffee,  ami  the  extract  of  quin- 
qnina,  and  subsequently  more  substantial 
nutriment  as  the  febrile  movement  will  per- 
mit. 

THEBAPEUTIC      EFFECTS     OK      PHENIC     ACID 
[NJECTI0N8. 

Therapeutic    effects    of    phenic    acid 
injections     are     divided,    according    to 

our  observations,  into  immediate  and  re- 
mote  effects.  I.  The  Immediate  Effects 
begin  to   appear  twelve  to  fifteen  minutes 
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after  the  administration  of  the   injection. 
A  flush  spreads  over  the  whole  face  neck 
and  body.     This  outaneous  hyperemia  is 
rapidly  followed  by  Bweating  partial    or 
general,  moderate  orprofuse.     [n  a  short 
time  the  fever  abates  and  undergoes  a  de- 
pression  of  ;b  much  as  -  .     The   mouth 
and  cares  become  moist,  and  the  tongue, 
before  Aw  and  horny,    becomes  moist  and 
soft.      The  cerebral  Bymptoms,  as   head- 
ache, tinnitus  annum,  deafness,  agitation, 
delirium,  stupor,  momentarily  grow  less  or 
cease  altogether,  the  pulse  and  respiration 
are  sensibly   slowed.    The  patient   is  evi- 
dently in  a  much  better  condition  at  once, 
and  usually  dors  not  hesitate  tosaj  so  with 
considerable    satisfaction.      This    respite 
Lasts    from   one    to   three    hours,  then    the 
Boene  changes.     The   skin  is  again  discol- 
ored, tin-  Bweat  arrested,  the  tongue  dry 
again  as  also  tin-  nares;  the  cerebral  symp- 
toms reappear;    the  pulse  and    respiration 
are  again   accelerated,  and  the  thermome- 
ter rapidly   mounts  to  its  original  point, 
and  at  times  even  goes  beyond.     Desplats 
and  Van  Oye   make   mention   of  a  violent 
chill    which  appears    at  the  moment  <<\    re- 
ascent  of    the     mercurial     column.      Tins 
chill,  while  not  free  from  danger,  on  ac- 
count of  the  violent   muscular   strain  and 
the  visceral  congestions   which  it  induces, 
nevertheless  is  fortunately  a  rare  excep- 
tion  when  one   uses   only  moderate  doses 
of    phenic  acid.      For  our  part,  we  have 
not  observed  a  single  instance  of  this,  not 
even   in  the  slightest  degree.     We  are  in- 
clined  to  believe  that   it  is  a  possibility, 
and  that   to  prevent    it  one   should  abstain 
from  large  doses.     II.  The  More  Distant 
Effects.     From  the  third  to   tin-    seventh 
day  from  the  commencement  of  the  phe- 
nic acid  treatment,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  gravity  of  the  case,  the  cerebral  symp- 
toms  definitely  disappear;    the  brown,  en- 
crusted lips  and  teeth,  the  dry  and  burning 
nostril  exist  do  longer;     the  eye  becomes 
permanently  humid.     At  the  same  time, 
the  pulse  and   respiration  approach    more 
and  more  to  the  physiological  limit.      The 
febrile  exacerbation   is   notably  decreased, 
attaining    scarcely    to    .'J'.)0    in   very  grave 
cases.     The  fever  loses    its  continued  type 
and  assumes  more  that  of  the  intermittent 
variety  by  having  an  absolute  morning  re- 
mission.     This    apyrexia  sembles  almosl 
that  of  collapse,  although  the  lowest  point 
which  we  have  observed  has  not  been  be- 
low 36°2.    The  intermissions   commence 
ordinarily  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  morn- 


ing  and  terminate  aboul  midday,  at  which 
hour  tin-  fever  i-  lighted  afresh.  Then 
no  need  of  insi-tinur  upon  the  benefit  that 
patients  receive  from  this  suspension  of 
hostilities,  nor  that  they  are  thus  able  t<> 
victoriously  encounter  the  evening  rise  of 
temperature.

Accidents  in  tin-  phenic  arid  treat- 
ment appear  at  tin-  end  of  the  treatment 
or  during  convalescence.  They  are,  ex- 
rated  lowering  of  temperature,  con- 
gestion of  the  lungs,  polj  uria,  albuminuria, 
and  phenic  cachexia.  When  the  lowering 
of  temperature,  of  which  we  have  already 
Bpoken,  does  not  exceed  86  it  is  harm;. 
but  who  will  affirm  thai  a  drop  of  temper- 
ature to  34  ,  obtained  by  Desplats,  is  not 
provocative  of  serious  peril  to  the  organ- 
ism? In  over  forty-one  observations,  we 
have  noted  ten  cases  of  pulmonary  eon 
gestion,  five  cases  of  polyuria,  and  four  of 
albuminuria.  Pulmonary  congestion  is  the 
accident  themost  frequenl  ami  dangerous. 
The  two  death-  noted  in  our  statistic)  hap- 
pened unexpectedly  in  full  convalescence, 
at  a  time  when  recovery  seemed  fully  as 
Bured,  and  this  complication  came  like  a 
thunderbolt,  as  the  first  of  them  succumbed 
in  an  hour  and  the  second  in  fifteen  min- 
utes. A-  to  the  polyuria  and  albuminuria, 
they  constantly  terminate  in  cure  after  ., 
sufficient  length  of  time.  Without  doubt, 
pulmonary  congestion,  polyuria  and  albu- 
minuria are  complications  of  typhoid  fever 
t«>  he  dreaded,  still  their  frequency  is  cer- 
tainly diminished  in  a  greal  measure  by 
the  employment  of  the  phenic  acid  treat- 
ment. These  complications  are  easily  ex- 
plained by  the  hyporaemia  of  the  lungs 
and  kidneys,  caused  by  the  reaction  which 
Bucceeds  the  depression  in  temperature 
caused  by  the  phenic  acid,  or  by  a  topical 
irritant     action-     upon    either    the     trophic 

lesions,  or  by  the  repeated  contact  of  the 
drug  with  the  parenchyma  of  the    lungs 

and  kidm-ys.      It   is  claimed  that  these  lasl 

mentioned  organs,  i.  e.,  lungs  and  kidneys, 

are  the  principal  avenues  of  elimination 
for  the  absorbed  phenol,  and  that  the  drug 
i-  found  in  the   urine,  coloring   it  an  olive 
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brown.  It  is  found  in  the  proportion  of  66 
parts  in  the  100,  according  to  Sohaffer, 
and  •"'•")  parts  in  the  100  according  to  Auer- 
bach.  Lemaire  has  shown  its  exhalation 
from  the  pulmonary  mucous  membrane. 
There  exists  another  acoidenl  of  phenic 
medication,  which  is  rare,  and  to  whioh 
attention  has  not  been  drawn  before  this: 
We  mean  a  cachexia,  which  we  will  call 
bv  the  name  of  phenic  cachexia.  It  coin 
menoes  luckily  at  a  fortunate  time,  i.  e.,on 
the  sixth  or  seventh  day  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  treatment,  and  con- 
tinues through  the  convalescence,  which  it 
renders  long  and  tedious.  It  is  character- 
ized by  extreme  debility,  waxy  palor  of 
the  -kin,  and  decolorized  mucous  mem- 
brane,  a  profound  state  of  anaemia,  and  at 
same  time  leucocythannia.  We  cannot 
ascribe  this  marked  condition  to  the  lower 
temperature,  nor  to  the  septic  typhoid  in- 
fection, for  we  have  observed  it  in  too 
many  cases  entirely  benign.  We  ascribe 
it  to  the  daily  sweating  caused  by  the  in- 
jections of  phenic  acid,  and  above  all  to 
the  destruction  of  the  blood  corpuscles  by 
the  absorbed  phenol.  In  point  of  fact, 
upon  an  examination  under  the  microscope 
of  blood  mixed  with  a  phenic  acid  solu- 
tion of  1-200,  in  a  short  time  one  sees  the 
r-  1  globules  to  darken  in  color,  to  separ- 
and  then  to  lose  their  coloring  matter, 
and  finally  to  rupture.  The  blood  cor- 
puscles,  says  Gubler,  are  affected  by  the 
presence  of  phenic  acid  in  the  above  quan- 
tity. They  contract,  their  outlines  become 
darker,  and  their  aeuclei  marked,  and  the 
whole  corpuscle  granular.  As  has  been 
said,  phenol  is  eliminated  by  the  kidney. 
The  'lark  olive  or  blackish  color  of  the 
mine  is  due  to  the  elimination  of  the  col- 
oring matter  of  the  broken  down  red  blood 
corpuscles    which    has    Keen    darkened    by 

the  acid.    It  is  impossible  to  attribute  this 

Coloration  to  a  reaction  of  the  phenic  acid 
upon  the  normal  elements  of  the  urine; 
for  on  addition  of  this  drug  to  the  normal 
urine  there  is  no  darkening  of  the  color. 
I  Richter  explains  this  darkened  color  by 
an  action  of  the  absorbed  phenic  acid  upon 

the  septic  material  which  causes  the  fever. 
This  is  an  hypothesis  which  doe-  not  stand 
the  test  of  facts,  for  the  brown  color  of 
urine,  after  the  absorption  of  phenic  acid, 
is  produced  in  pyrexia',  which  are  purely 
inflammatory  and  without  the  possibility 
of  any  septic  influence. 

Moor;   or    \<  i  io\    or    PHENIC   A.CID. 
Can  it  be  that  following  the  example  of 


Desplats,  Van  Oye,  Claudot  and  Frantz 
Glinard  we  see  in  phenic  acid  applied  to 
typhoid  fever  only  a  simple  antipyretic 
or  a  means  of  lowering  temperature r  We 
think  not.  According  to  our  opinion 
phenic  acid  attacks  directly  the  poison 
generating  <>r  causing  typhoid  fever.  Its 
action  is  more  than  simply  anticalorific.  It 
has  an  antiseptic,  antizymotic  action.  We 
shall  make  the  attempt  to  justify  our 
opinion  as  best  we  can  from  our  clinical 
observations  and  statistics.  Phenic  acid, 
some  one  says,  does  not  act  as  a  fermenti- 
cide  in  typhoid  fever  and  other  septic 
fevers  since  its  refrigerant  effects  are  pro- 
duced just  as  surely  in  simple  as  in  infec- 
tious pyrexia.  As  to  phenol  being  a 
means  of  combating  temperature  in  every 
febrile  state  of  whatever  nature  or  from 
whatever  cause,  we  object;  but  we  state 
most  positively  that  it  is  a  powerful  agent 
acting  as  a  specific  against  typhoid  septi- 
caemia in  particular.  We  have  employed 
injections  of  this  drug  in  variola,  rubeola, 
galloping  consumption,  pneumonia,  men- 
ingitis and  acute  articular  rheumatism. 
We  have  always  obtained  the  known  re- 
frigerant effects,  but  have  never  obtained 
a  cure  of  these  maladies  which  have  al- 
ways followed  without  deviation  their 
regular  course.  In  typhoid  fever,  on  the 
contrary,  phenic  acid  gives  us  an  action 
which  wre  cannot  but  regard  as  curative. 
To  be  brief,  in  all  those  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  which  we  have  seen  treated  by  in- 
jections of  phenic  acid  alone  the  manifes- 
tations of  disease  have  been  rapidly  modi- 
fied as  well  as  its  course  which  has  been 
deprived  of  its  malignant  symptoms.  The 
patient  tends  towards  a  cure  after  a  period 
relatively  short  if  we  compare  it  with  the 
usual  long  duration  of  this  complaint. 
Alter  a  few  days  of  phenic  treatment  the 
typhoid  symptoms  are  so  favorably  in- 
fluenced that  the  patients  are  brought  to 
the  simple  condition  of  sufferers  from  sim- 
ple febricula,  entirely  losing  the  typhoid 
aspect.  One  can  discount  their  cure  from 
that  time  forward  as  a  sure  thing.  Is 
there  anything  like  this  produced  bv  it  in 
other  febrile  affections?  Our  conviction 
is, therefore,  that  it  acts  as  an  antizymo- 
tic. As  it  is  spread  through  the  economy 
it  produces  local  effects.  It  acts  as  a  dis- 
infectant upon  the  large  intestines  and  the 
fecal  contents  which  carry  the  typhoid 
germs.  It  therefore  prevents  the  second- 
ary infection  of  the  patient.  Desplats  and 
his    pupil    Van    Oye   have    advanced  the 
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opinion  that  phenio  acid  medication  is 
without  influence  on  the  development  and 
the  progress  of  typhoid  fever,  and  that  it 
does  not  abridge  the  course.  We  oannot 
accept  such  conclusions,  absolutely  con- 
trary as  they  are,  t<>  the  results  of  our 
practice. 

RULE    FOR     l'HKNlf     M  KHK  ATION'. 

In  order  to  gain  all  the  good  possible 
from  phenic  acid,  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  begin  with  it  at  the  very  com- 
mencement of  the  disease  and  to  keep 
up  large  doses.  We  must  not  lose  sight 
or  the  fact  that  the  drug  will  be  the  more 
powerful  against  the  typhoid  infection  the 
nearer  we  approach  to  the  period  of  the 
birth  of  the  disease.  Furthermore,  it  is 
necessary  to  mention  again  the  fact  that 
this  medicament  needs  to  be  used  with 
prudence  and  that  although  large  doses 
may  be  well  born  in  the  immediate  present, 
they  nevertheless  exercise  a  very  deleterious 
influence  after  a  time.  The  mortality  in 
the  army  from  typhoid  fever  is,  according 
to  L.  Collin,  21  per  cent.  Our  statistics 
show  a  mortality  of  4.9  per  cent;  those  of 
Claudot  11.6  per  cent,  those  of  Desplats  1 9.4. 
If  the  statistics  of  Claudot  and  Desplats 
are  inferior  to  ours,  the  cause  must  be 
sought  for  in  the  method  of  administration. 
Under  our  instruction  the  maximum  dose 
never  in  any  case  exceeded  four  grammes 
a  day,  on  account  of  the  one  gramme  by 
injection.  The  dose  of  three  grammes  we 
have  always  found  sufficient  to  conquer  in 
all  cases  even  the  most  grave.  We  would 
not  hesitate  to  advance  the  dose  to  four 
grammes  in  cases  that  might  be  excep- 
tionally rebellious.  Desplats  gives  as 
much  as  twelve  to  fourteen  grammes  per 
diem.  This  is  a  dangerous  procedure  and 
exposes  the  patient  to  the  danger  of  loos- 
ing all  the  benefit  of  treatment.  These 
immense  doses  favor  the  development  of 
exceeding  low  temperatures,  of  phenic 
cachexia,  and  of  visceral  congestions.  If 
perchance  the  patient  escapes  the  malady 
he  will  run  a  great  risk  of  succumbing  to 
the  treatment.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  the  unfavorable  statistics  of 
Desplats  are  due  to  the  enormous  doses 
which  he  used.  As  for  Claudot  we  cen- 
sure him  less  for  the  intemperance  of  his 
dosing,  as  he  never  exceeds  six  grammes  >" 
the  day,  than  for  the  tardiness  with  which 
he  commences  the  treatment.  He  does 
not  commence  to  use  the  acid  until  the 
eleventh  or  twelfth  day.     This   is  entirely 


too  late  in  our  opinion.  There  is  no  call 
to  give  the  typhoid  infection  time  to  de- 
velop and  perfecl  itself.  There  is  every 
reason  to  commence  giving  phenio  acid 
injections  as  Boon  as  the  first  suspicion  of 
t\  phoid  lever  appears. 

W  e  attach  the  greatest  importance  to 

the  tonic  treatment,  that  we  may,  so  to 
speak,  keep  abreast  of  the  phenio  medi- 
cation and  in  some  measure  to  antidote  it^ 
action.  The  object  of  this  precaution  is 
to  prevent  the  phenio  cachexia  <>r  at  least 
to   moderate   it>  effe  We    therefore 

consider  this  a  fundamental  indication 
never  to  be  neglected  without  great  dan- 
ger to  the  patient.  In  the  presence  of  the 
double  menace,  on  the  one  hand  typhoid 
fever,  and  on  the  other  phenic  cachexia,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  vital  forces  of  the 
patient  be  fostered  with  the  greatest  care 
in  order  that  the  disease  and  the  medicine 
may  both  be  resisted.  Otherwise  the  patienl 
succumbs  to  an  extreme  debility  such  as 
we  have  conclusive  proof  of  outside  of  our 
practice,  and  sinks  into  a  general  feeble- 
ness, a  condition  which  is  particularly  pre- 
disposing to  visceral  congestions  and  de- 
generations. 

I  0NCL1  SIOXS. 

From  the  clinical  studies  which  we  have 
made  upon  phenic  acid  medication,  we 
draw  the  following  conclusions:  1.  Phenic 
acid  does  not  act  simply  as  an  antipyretic 
in  typhoid  fever;  it  exerts  a  further  in- 
fluence on  this  affection  at  once  antizymo- 
tic  and  curative.  2.  The  dose  of  phenic 
acid  to  be  given  in  injections  should  never 
exceed  four  grammes  per  diem.  Doses  oi 
twelve  to  fourteen  grammes  adminis- 
tered by  Desplats,  are  enormous  ami  harm- 
ful from  the  secondary  effects.  3.  Phenic 
medication  is  subject  to  secondary  acci- 
dents, of  which  the  most  frequenl  and 
dangerous  are  pulmonary  congestion  and 
phenic  cachexia.  Convalescence  is  a 
period  fraughl  with  serious  dangers  to 
patients.  They  should  be  kept  under  the 
strictest  surveillance. 

i.  Of  all  the  known  means  of  medica 
tion  used  in  practice  up  to  the  present  day, 
phenic  acid  treatment  furnishes  statistics 
of  the  most  cures.  We  must  here  make  a 
reserve  in  favor  of  cold  baths,  as  those 
oseing  them  claim  great  advantages  and 
even  a  quasi-infallibility.  We  have  not 
had  enough  experience  with  the  method  of 

Brand  to  draw  a  comparison  between  it 

and  phenic.  acid  treatment. 
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Injections  of  phenic  acid  by  their 
ease  and  simplicity  in  administration  fur- 
nish the  best  treatment  for  typhoid  fever 
in  armies  on  campaign  when  cold  baths 
cannol  be  administered. 

6.     Tonic   treatment   should  always  be 
tiated  with  phenic  acid  treatment. 

We  cannot  close  this  paper  withoul  the 
following  remarks.  Typhoid  fever  is  one 
of  the  most  deadly  maladies  l>oth  in  the 
civil  population  and  in  the  army.  This 
being  the  case,  the  treatment  of  this  re 
doubtable  affection  should  engage  the 
mosl  earnest  attention  and  study  of  the 
physician.  After  having  sought  <>ut  the 
besl  prophylactic  measures  to  prevent  the 
development  of  typhoid  fever,  he  should 
endeavor  to  discover  the  best  means  to 
combat  it  when  he  has  failed  to  prevenl  it. 
We  have  faith  in  the  anti-typhoid  action  of 
injections  of  phenic  acid;  and  if,  as  we 
have  the  firm  conviction,  our  experience 
shall  be  repeated  <»n  the  continent,  phenic 
acid,  after  having  been  recognized  by 
Burgery,  shall  also  he  recogized  by 
medicine.

Ql  ARAN  TINE  EVASION  -YELLOW  FE- 
VER   LOW     TEMPERA  Tl  RES-

Nkw  York,  August  30,  1882. 

The  possibility  of  a  yellow  fever  epi- 
demic is  being  very  generally  discussed. 
While  there  is  no  very  good  reason  for 
SUSpi  thai  such    an  epidemic  may  oc- 

cur in  this  city,  still  such  things  ha>  e  been) 
l>ut  so  long  ago  and  at  such  lengthened 
intervals  as  to  be  almosl  forgotten  by  thai 
very  mythical  individual,  the  oldest  prac- 
titioner. 

The  discussion  of  this  Bubjecl  has  led  to 
some  informal  investigations,  and  t! 
have  had  the  result  of  revealing  thai  cer- 
tain vessels  are  able  to  evade  quarantine 
inspection.  Thai  this  should  he  the  case 
is  not    very   surprising   when    the  political 

nature  of  the  quarantine  is  taken  into  < 

sideration.      Seven   coasting  vessels  from 

Cuba  and  other  places    where  yellow   fever 

is  rife,  have  been  able  to  totally  evade 
quarantine.  Two  cases  of  yellow  fever 
recently  arrived  on  a  schooner  from  Sa- 
vanna and  were  taken  to  the  quarantine 
hospital  in  the  Lower  Bay,   and  the  v< 


was  fumigated  and  detained  there  for  a 
day  or  two,  and  then  permitted  to  go  to 
Bedloe's  Island.. 

No  unusual  precautions  have  been  taken 
at  quarantine  to  guard  againsl  yellow 
fever.  The  methods  ordinarily  resorted  to 
in  dealing  with  contagious  diseases  are 
thought  to  be  sufticien  When  yellow 
fever  is  discovered  on  an  incoming  ve 
it  is  detained  in  the  Lower  Bay,  and  over- 
hauled and  fumigated.  Sometimes  vessels 
a  -e  kepi  at  quarantine,  either  in  the  Upper 
or  Lower  Bay  for  two  or  three  weeks,  till  all 
traces  of  disease  have; disappeared,  due 
patients  are  kept  at  the  hospital  till  their 
recovery  or  death.  The  vessels  usually 
evading  quarantine  are  fruit  vessels,  just 
the  ones  which  so  often  bring  fev< 

me  time  ago  \h-.  .1.  Blake  White 
called  the  attention  of  the  city's  Board  of 
Health  to  the  fad  thai  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  swill-milk  establishments  on  Long 
Island.  The  sanitory  inspector  of  Hudson 
county,  New  Jersey,  has  recently  reported 
that  in  that  county  there  are  several  es- 
tablishments where  swill  milk  is  sen  to 
New  York  and  sold  as  country  milk.  The 
COWS  are  kept  in  a  dirty  and  unhealthy 
condition,  W-d  upon  the  vilest  swill,  given 
but  little  water,  and  kept  withoul  bedding. 
They  are  given  enough  hay  to  enable  their 
owners  to  swear  that  such  is  the  fact.  As 
there  are  many  conflicting  authorities  in 
Hudson  county,  these  individuals  have  prof- 
ited by  the  fact.  There  is  a  health  depart- 
ment which  is  relatively  well  conducted. 
There  is  also  a  milk  inspector  who  is  a  lay- 
man, a  politician  of  the  very  lowest  cast. 
The  people  engaged  in  this  business  are 
Russian  dews  who  are  benevolently  de- 
populating a  country  which  has  afforded 
ihem  a  refuge  from  oppression. 

The  question  of  low  temperature  as- 
sumes  at  times  great  importance  from  a 
medico-legal  standpoint.  The  following 
case  occurred  in  the  service  of  \h-.  Wil- 
liam II.  Draper  at  the  New  York 
Hospital,  and  has  just  been  reported:  A 
man  aged  forty-five  was  broughl  into  the 
Hospital  on  the  morning  of  January  23, 
lie  was  found  comatose  and  pulse- 
in  a  doorway  .  At  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  his  pulse  was  two,  respirations 
thirteen  and  his  temperature  eighty-seven 
Fahrenheit.  He  was  in  a  condition  of 
complete  coma  and  could  not  be  roused 
from  this.  He  was  thin  and  poorly  nour- 
ished and  both  legs  wera  cedematous.  His 
feel    were    cold   and   blue.      There  was  a 
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slight  automatic  movement  of  the  left  arm. 
There  was  no  oardiac  impulse  or  radial 
pulse  detectable.  The  femoral  gave  a 
slight  feeble  pulse.  The  pupils  did  DOt 
respond  to  light.  The  conjunctivae  were 
still  sensitive.  The  urine  was  dark  colored 
and   scant. 

The  patient  was  sponged  with  tepid 
water  and  placed  in  the  hot  bath  with  hoi 
bottles  to  his  feet.  He  was  also  given  one 
ounce  of  brandy  and  one  twenty-fourth  of 
a  grain  of  digitaline.  At  nine  o'clock  his 
respiration  and  pulse  were  better;  at 
twelve  o'clock  his  rectal  temperature  was 
Fahrenheit;  at  one  o'clock  he  could  be 
somewhat  roused,  and  the  insertion  of  the 
hypodermic  needle  gave  rise  to  pain.  At 
two  o'clock  the  temperature  in  the  rectum 
was  93°  Fahrenheit.  There  are  instances 
on  record  of  lower  temperature  than  this 
in  cases  of  collapse,  and  in  certain  cases 
of  insanity  nearly  as  low  temperature  has 
been  reported  without  there  having  been 
any  appearance  of  collapse.  Dr.  William 
il.  Draper  had  never  before  seen  such  a 
low  case  of  temperature   from  cold. 

At  three  o'clock  the  patient  Mas  still  in 
the  hot  air  bath.  He  was  so  far  restored 
as  to  be  able  to  repond  when  spoken  to, 
but  relapsed  into  complete  unconscious- 
ness. The  patient  died.  The  same  night 
on  autopsy  hepatic  and  renal  disease  were 
found. 

The  city  and  State  are  much  excited 
about  the  supposed  imprisonment  of  sane 
men.  There  are  numerous  cases  just  now 
before  the  courts,  where  victims  of  all 
forms  of  insanity  from  progressive 
paresis  to  intellectual  insanity,  find 
physicians  who  have  never  studied 
insanity  and  don't  want  to  study  it,  to 
support  their  claim.  The  procedure  at 
Washington,  whereby  a  gynecologist  was 
turned  by  one  hour's  coaching  into  an 
alienist  finds  many  followers  in  this  city. 
The  result  will  be  many  crimes  against 
property  and  life.  The  sapient  juries  will, 
of  course,  declare  all  these  lunatics  sane. 
There  is  a  patient  at  Utica  who  has  re- 
cently applied  to  the  courts  for  discharge. 
This  man  is  a  very  similar  case  to  the  as- 
sassin of  Garfield,  and  Dr.  Gray  is  incon- 
sistent in  considering  him  an  insane  man 
from  his  standpoint,  and  should  discharge 
him.  No  doubt  let  this  man  commit  mur- 
der, Dr.  Gray  will  change  his  opinion  and 
consider  him  sane,  as  the  doctor  has  done 
before  with  patients  of  his.  They  were  in- 
sane  till   they   committed   murder,  when 


they  Immediately  became  sane.  The  Qew

abundant,  and  there  is  but  little  doubt  that 

From  the  num- 
ber and  ability  of  the  faculty  the  teaching 
of  the  individual,  bo  muoh  neglected  in 
colleges,  u  ill  here  be  accomplished.  The 
institution,  from  which  this  college  is  a 
succession,  still  keeps  on  the  even  tenor  of 
its  wa_\  il-  a  graduating  mill. 

Typhus  fever  once  more  threatens  New 
Fork.  Dr.  Day  was  this  week  informed 
that  there  was  a  case  of  a  contagious  dis- 
ease in  an  Italian  tenement  bouse  OH  Mul- 
berry street.  Dr.  J.  N.  McChesnej  was 
in  consequence  senl  to  the  house  in  ques- 
tion. It  was  found  to  be  chiefly  occupied 
by  rag  pickers.  A  young  man  was  found 
on  the  first  floor  almosl  moribund  from  a 
very  virulent  form  of  typhus.  Be  had  a 
temperature  of  1,08  F.  It  was  no1 
to  move  him,  but  he  could  not  be  isolated, 
and  it  was  impossible  to  control  the 
cited  inhabitants  of  the  house,  who  : 
swarming  into  the  room.  He  was  removed 
to  the  Reception  Hospital,  where  be  died 
in  a  few  hours.  He  had  been  at  work  in 
Cornwall,  New  York,  and  had  slepl  in  a 
shanty  with  fifteen  other  laborers.  Ib- 
had  been  in  bed  nine  days  when  he 
was  brought  to  this  city  bv  his 
companions  and  taken  to  the  house 
in  which  he  was  found.  Dr.  Hani-,  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  was  informed  of 
the  circumstance  and  visited  all  the  tem- 
porary lodgings  in  the  four  towns  a1< 
the  line  of  railroad  north  and  south  of 
Cornwall.  He  found  one  fatal  case  of 
fever.  The  search  is  to  extend  to  the  fif- 
teen towns  in  which  the  Italian  navies  are 
lodged.    This  is  the  first  case  reported  for 

some  time,  and  it  creates  no  little  alarm  at 

the  possibility  of  an  epidemic,  especially 

as    the    people   of  one    very  filthy    locality 

have  been  exposed  to  the  disease.    The 
city  is  by  no    means  well    cleaned  ami    the 
weather  is  warm.     The  watering  places   in 
the  vicinity  of  the  city  are  getting  inl 
very  unsanitary  condition.     In  Seabright 

but  little  attention  has  1 n  paid  to  proper 

drainage,  and  in  consequence  of  this  ty- 
phoid and  typho-malarial  fevers  are  very 
prevalent.  There  is  a  local  Board  of 
Health,  but  its  function  is  only  advisory, 
and  it  has  m>  power  to  compel  any  change 
or  to  expend  any  money  in  making 
change-.

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DE\TII>  FROM  CHLOROFORM.

While  reading  in  the  Chicago  Mkdicax 
Review  (vol.  v.  \  •.  .  p.  56)  an  article 
entitled  "Death  from  Chloroform"  reported 
by  the  Charleston  Medical  Society,  I  was 
reminded  of  a  case  in  my  own  practice 
which  happened  about  twent]  years 
!  was  called  to  administer 
chloroform       and  tracl       a      tooth. 

The  patient,  a  Scotch  girl  aged  eighteen 
years,  was  remarkably  strong  and  health- 
ful, had  uo  fear  of  taking  chloroform,  was 
doI  nervous  or  excited  in  any  way. 

1  p<  ired  about  a  drachm  of  chloroform 
into  a  cup,  formed  by  folding  a  handker- 
chief, and  administered  it  in  the  usual  way, 
rmittins  a  plentiful  admixture  of  air 
with  the  vapor  of  chloroform.  While  the 
patient  was  taking  the  second  inspiration 
her  head  fell  back  and  to  the  left.  She 
was  completely  under  the  influence  of  the 
anaesthetic,  breathing  light,  without  being 
Btridulous.  I  extracted  the  tooth  (a  large 
molar)  the  patient  showing  no  3ign  of  pain. 
An  hour  elapsed  before  complete  con- 
sciousness returned.  Two  or  three  months 
after  I  was  called  again  to  the  same 
patient  for  the  same  purpose.  She  laugh- 
ing said  Bhe  was  going  to  have  a  good 
snuff  of  the  chloroform  this  time.  She 
did  so,  the  result  was  three  hours  uncon- 
sciousness from  once  breathing  the  chloro- 
form. 

I  was  told  by  a  lady  in  whom  I  have  all 
confidence  that  after  taking  chloroform 
she  was  laid  out  for  dead  twelve  hours. 

Query:  may  not  many  of  the  cases  of 
death  from  chloroform  which  are  reported, 
i aused  by  the  patient  becoming  anaes- 
thetized before  the  physician  is  aware  of  it, 
anil  is  a  physician  justifiable  in  allowing 
his  close  attention  to  be  diverted  (especially 
in  the  early  part  of  the  administration  of 
any  anaesthetic)  until  he  is  through  with 
i8e.

Matebia  Medica  and  Thebapei  tics.    By 

Charles  1).  V.  Phillips,  M.   D.,  London. 

Wm.    Wood  &  Co.,  New  York,    1882; 

W.  F.  Keener,  Chicago. 

The  first  part   of  this  work  appeared  in 
L879,  in  Wood's  Library  of  Standard  Au- 
thors.    There  are  good, bad  and  indifferent 
people  in  the  world,  and  no  two  of  them 
alike.     So  it  is  with  books.     We  open  Dr. 
Phillips"  work  and  find  it  a  compilation  or 
rather  a  series  of  notes    with    addenda  by 
the    author.     The  work   contains  a  large 
amount   of  information,  but  all  of  it  is  not 
information  that  the  student  at  least  would 
de-ire  to  have.       As   a  book  of  reference 
for  facts    in    the    past  and  present,  it   is  a 
success,    ami    embodies   much  that  cannot 
be  found  in  any  other  one    work,  but  it   is 
with    a    feeling   of   regret   that  we  lay  it 
aside,  tor  the  author  evidently  has  had  but 
a    limited   acquaintance   with  the  modern 
work  in  the  physiological  action  of  drugs. 
While   compiling   many    of   the   old  tales 
and  odd  information  to  be  gleaned  in  old 
English    medical    literature,    Dr.    Phillips 
has   forgotten    the    long   strides  taken  by 
the    earnest   workers   and  brilliant  experi- 
ments   in  our   own   land  and  in  Germany 
and  France. 

Practical  Medical  Anatomy.  By  Am- 
brose L.  Ranney,  A.  M.,  M.  D.,  New 
York.  Wm.  Wood  &  Co.,  1882.  W.  F. 
Keener,  Chicago. 

This  work  is  a  guide  to  the  physician 
in  the  study  of  the  relations  of  the  viscera 
to  each   other   in  health  and  disease,  and 
in  the  diagnosis  of  the  medical  and  surgi- 
cal conditions  of  the  anatomical  structures 
of  the  head  and  trunk.     It   is  an  interest- 
ing book,  both  to  the  busy  practitioner  and 
to  the  nudical  student;  to  the  practitioner, 
because  il  gives  him  many  points  essential 
to  his  diagnosis,  and  which  from  press  for 
time  he  has  not  been  able  to  think  out  for 
himself    or  glean   from  many   works;     to 
the  student,  because  it  furnishes  him  with 
incentive  to  further  anatomical  study,  since 
it  shows  him  the  practical   bearing  of  the 
study  of  anatomy,  which  then  becomes  no 
longer    mere    dry    bones.     The  study  of 
anatomy  must  be  one  of  the  fundamental 
studies  of  all  medical  education.     The  sur- 
face anatomy  is  a  part  too  often  neglected. 
It  seems    to  be    left    mainly  to  the  artist, 
and  entirely  forgotten  in  its  practical  bear- 
ing.    The  older" observers  gave  very  great 
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importance  to  it.  and  it  would  seem  a> 
though  wi'  with  all  our  boasted  adva 
ment  have  scarcely  caught  up  in  some 
branches  with  the  old-time  masters.  Dr. 
Ranney'e  study  of  the  face  as  a  meant 
diagnosis  is  a  readable  and  instructive 
ohapter.  It  is  often  about  the  only  means 
of  diagnosis  in  very  young  children.  The 
best  test  of  a  l>o(.k  is,  whether  after  read- 
ing it  once,  il  can  be  read  again  with 
profit.  After  going  through  Dr.Ranney's 
work  from  cover  to  cover,  we  can  read  it 
again  and  wish   there  was  more. 


The  Practice  of  Gynecology  [is  An- 
cient Times,  by  Edward  W.  Jenks,  M. 
D.,   LL.   D. 

Tin-  above  is  the  title  of  a  very  readable 
and  scholarly  monograph.  The  author 
shows  clearly  that  though  modern  times 
claims  gynaecology  as  an  outgrowth  of  its 
own  work  and  thought,  yet  the  claim  is 
only  partly  true.  One  of  the  most  curious 
specimens  of  archaic  erudition  will  he 
found  in  the  section  on  hysteria.  We 
quote  tin-  following  remarkable  idea  of  the 
ancients:  Plato  says  that  the  uterus  being

Therefore 
when  this  animal  within  an  animal  starts 
on  one  of  its  perambulations  it  has  to  be 
enticed  into  position  again  by  attractingit 
from  the  vagina  by  pleasant  odors  and 
driving  it  down  from  above  by  disagreea- 
ble odors.  The  views  of  Rhazes  concern- 
ing the  qualifications  for  a  physician 
though  written  six  hundred  years  ago 
apply  none  the  les<  aptly  in  our  own 
times.  He  says  that  he  who  aspires  to 
eminence  in  the  medical  profession  "in- 
stead of  wasting  his  earlier  years  in  fre- 
quenting musical  and  dancing  parties, 
should  spend  them  in  conning  over  the 
valuable  records  of  ancient  wisdom.  But 
the  sciolist  who  give-  himself  out  as  pro- 
ficient in  the  art  while  he  ha-  scarcely  a 
smattering  of  learning,  will  never  In  de- 
serving of  much  confidence,  or  even  attain 
any  great  eminence  in  his  profession."
